Thomas Foley, Huporintendent of 
Police in NewfoLuulluiul, died sudden- 
ly at St. Johu's, on tho ISfch ult.

Aii old man imiuod Ro- 
bert Humphrej' coniiuittod suicide at 
Groenspond by hanging himself. The 
St, Johu's "Clirouiclo" tolls how a 
whale was robbed (d' his spare fal : 

"Wo learn from B<juiivista that on 
tho 12th inst. a whale was discr)vcred 
in Blacke Head Bay, jiimmed in tho ico, 
but alive, by some of- tho King's Cove 
people. They took pos.seRsion by mark- 
ing tlieir nanioH ii])onhiin, and lioist- 
ing a Hag over him, after which tiioy 
left him to searcii for seals, lu tho 
meantime two ]ieo])lc fiom Newinau's 
Cove spied the whale, and cut from its 
side two loads of fat, when they left for 
home with tlic intention of returning 
willi thoir frieiids to share in the gocl- 
send. Before Ihoy could rc( urii, how- 
ever, tho icG slacked olf, and the whale 
made his esca^je, minus tho two loads 
of fat." 



A very Doubtf nl Story. 

The Bev. J. W. Brooke, rector of 
Great Ponton , and late vicar of St. 

Mary's, Nottiughain, England, in n 
long letter to tiio "l{e(;ord" on "Roiiio'h 
Tactics," voiudies for the accuracy of 
tho foUowiiig story: "A certain clergy- 
man died in 11 certain diticosc towards 
the end of year 1871. (I do not decin it 
expedient to give names at jucscnt.) 
This clorgynmii had appointed as his 
executor a brother, who is an Admiral 
in tho British Niivy, togclhor with a 
friend of tiiis brother, also an Adin-'ral, 
well known at this time, and of high 
standing. The executors were prevent- 
ed from meeting together to wind up 
the ailnirs of the d(;c'e,ised until tho 
middio of tlie last year, when u])on ex- 
aiuiniug his papcis, tlu y fouud .a par- 
cel as it was ];. I'liu i ically closed, and 
ondoraC'd-'lnviolably sacrod:Tobe do- 
litroyed.' A question arose about open- 
ing it, but tliey soon decided it was 
their duty as oxeculors to do so; ndien 
the parcel was found li.i contain two 
dot unicnts-onc a dispensation from tiu' 
Pope, permitting tho deceased to re- 
tain hia po.iitioii as a clergyman of 
the Church of England though actually 
n priest of tlie Cluircli of Rome ; the 
other, a list of such of the clergy in 
his diocese, or near him, who are like- 
vrise possessed of dispensations, and 
upon whom he might therefore rely 
for friendly cooperation and sympathy. 

Ever of Thee. 

A London periodical says that the 
late Foley Hall, the author of "Ever 
of Thee I'm Fondly Dreaming," was a 
gentleman of wealth and great intellec- 
tual endowment. Admired and petted, 
he led a wild, helpless life, in wliich 
his wealth melted away, until he had 
not wlierewitli to buy liis d.aily bread. 
Tho woman ho had loved discarded 
him. In tho deepest distress he com- 
posed this cliarraing song. A London 
publisher gave $100 for it — a mere pit- 
tance for such a spoiulthrift. Ho wrote 
other successful songs, hut iu moment 
of weakness, depressed with jioverty. 
he forged tho name of his publisher; 
and, notwithstanding the most stren- 
uous fitT(jrt in his behalf was made by 
his friends, iu which the publislier 
joined, Fcdey Hall was thrown into 
Newgate Prison, where he died broken- 
hearted before his trial commenced.
